Orchard and Garden. 


Thin fruit trees if they need it; this 


13 a better paying method than prop- 
ping branches. 


Placing a small heap of rich stable 


manure around the base of each tree 
in the young orchard will prove to be 
a little time and labor well spent. 


It is a fine plan to have (lie materi- 


als always on hand for making bor- 
deaux mixture aud then to mix up a 
spray and use it when you have a 
spare hour. 


If trees need water pull the soil 


away from around the roots, give each 
tree a pailful anil after it soaks in 
replace the earth. 
No use to apply 


water to tlie surface of the ground 
around the tree. 


If yon observe (hat the shoots on 


your trees grow nnly five or six inches 
every year you may know that the 
soil needs lo bo enriched. The growth 
ought to be from fifteen to thirty 
inches every season. 


Tent caterpillars are batl pests when 


they get on some of your pet trees. 
Walch out for them and when seen 
burn them with a torch. 
A kerosene 


soaked rag wrapped around the end 
of a pole will do for a torch.

GREEN TURTLES. 


The Youngsters Hava a Perilous Time 


After Being Hatched. 


Concerning the great turtles of tlie 


southwest Indian ocean n traveler 
says: "The chelonlnn. or green turtle 
(C'heione niydasi. Is an animal of con- 
siderable economic Importance to tlie 
ntoll. for it still occurs In the'vast 
hordes which nrc so often described 
by early voyagers in ihe tropics. 
There nppenr to be two distinct groups 
-oiie resident and small In numbers, 
(lie. oilier migratory nnd visiting the 
oloil to breed In numbers impossible 
lo estimate. 


'The latter arrives In December, and 


from then to April the sea seems nllvc 
with tunics.
